(Shang- 
hei Hotes The character given reada TEAC, but all previous reports consistantly 
cafer to nim ae GHAQ.} He is a Kuomingtang mewher, and was appointed by HO Ying~ 
han, dhen Commanding Guneral of the Chinese Armies. (Shenghai Note; Date of 
intment uct given.) GHAG was named Cosmanding General cf the Underground Army, 
wi waa responsible for all secret organizetions in Manchuria. Thsee secret orgame 
izebions were known as the Ruominrtane Revolutionist Seciaty. 


CHAO led GO00 troops, which had formerly served unier MA Chan-shen, in over £00 
battles against the Japanese, but oa 2 Oatober 19357 their ammunition rao out and 
they were annihilated by Japanese land and sir forces west of Pai Chun Hsien.
